The  home  economics  teacher  serves  as  the  advisor 
of  the  local  chapter  and  coordinates  class  instruction 
and  chapter  activities.  Service  projects  on  local,  state, 
and  national  levels  are  planned  and  executed  by  stu¬ 
dents  enacting  their  future  roles  as  creative  home¬ 
makers  and  effective  citizens.
